Gainesville, Fla., Bethel A. M. E. Church, Nov. 23, 1932. 

The Seventeenth Session of the Middle South Florida An¬ 
nual Conference of the A. M. E. Church was convened at 8 :oo 
p. m., Wednesday, November 23, 1932 by the Rt. Rev. J. S. 
Flipper, Bishop of the Eleventh Episcopal District of A. M. E. 
Church. 

Rev. E. Dickerson, Presiding Elder of the Suwannee District, 
led the ritualistic services. He lined hymn No. 1, “O For A 
Thousand Tongues to Sing, My Great Redeemer's Praise.” 
Prayer by Rev. W. C. Braddy. The choir led hymn No. 280, 
“Glorious Things of Thee Are Spoken, Zion City of our God." 
First scripture lesson, 1st Psalm, was read by Rev. T. E. Debose 
and congregation in unison. The second scripture lesson Isa. 
40:1-10 was read by Rev. T. C. Kelly, Presiding Elder of New 
Gainesville District. Rev. Debose lined hymn No. 604, “Am I 
A Soldier of the Cross?” After which the Bishop announced 
that the Conference will open at 9:30 a. m., Thursday morning 
and Rev. John Young would preach the Thanksgiving sermon as 
President Hoover had by proclamation requested the citizens of 
the commonwealth to assemble in religious service and praise 
God for the preservation of the nation. 

Thereafter he presented Rev. Debose to preach the annual 
sermon, Text, Isa. 40:31. “But they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall mount up with wings as 
eagles; they shall run, and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” 

Rev. Kelly led, “Jesus Gave Me the Light and Told Me to Let 
It Shine,” after which he extended an invitation to those who 
desired to come into the church. He then led, “Oh, Where Shall 
I Go Burdened Sick and Faint ?” Prayer by Rev. C. Graham, an 
evangelist of the East Conference. 
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Rev. Kelly led, "It Will Be Glory, Wondrous Glory." 

The Bishop said we had listened to an excellent sermon and 
thanked Rev. Debose for the same. 

The Finance Committee took an offering of $5.81. 

Doxology. Benediction by Rev. T. E. Debose. 


SECOND DAY— Thursday Morning 

November 24, 1932. 

Conference was reconvened by the Bishop at 9 :$o a. m. He 
conducted the devotional exercises. 

Rev. T. C. Kelly lined, "Before Thy Mercy Seat, O Lord, Be¬ 
hold, Thy Servants Stand." Prayer by Rev. L. Dickerson, Pre¬ 
siding Elder of Suwannee District. "Pass Me Not, O Gentle 
Saviour" was led by the choir. Scripture lesson, II Cor. 4:1-18, 
was read by Rev. N. W. White, Presiding Elder of the Ocala 
District. Decalogue was led by Rev. G. C. Bledsoe, Presiding 
Elder of High Springs District. 

The Bishop in his introductory address to the Conference said: 
"We ought to be thankful as the Lord has allowed us to as¬ 
semble after another year’s service; that a number of our 
brethren have crossed the flood since we assembled last. The 
General Conference has been pleased to re-appoint me to the 
Eleventh Episcopal District. We ought to love each other. I 
have the same spirit as I have had always for the members of 
the Conference. I have no enemies to pynish. There are (5) 
five districts composing this Conference now. At close of Con¬ 
ference, there only will be (4) four composing it, as the Dun- 
nellon District is too small to support a presiding elder properly. 
There is no church in this Conference but that has some loyal 
members in it. 

"We have talked about the depression too much; the minister 
has a right to help as the Lord has helped him. I have been 
preaching fifty-two years; I stayed in the trenches where you 
are twenty-five years; nobody could drive me. Brethren, there 
is a certain amount of respect due each other. I have as Bishop 
for twenty-five years, called no man up and rebuked him in 
open Conference. 
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“Our people are like sheep without a shepherd. All of us 
can put up. with less than we do, even in this depression. 
Brethren let us have peace; let us set the example; do not fuss 
so much; your good members tire of you fussing at the dis¬ 
loyal ones, who are in most cases not present.” 

Organization of Conference —Rev. J. D. Moore nominated by 
Rev. E. Dickerson; Rev. E. R. Montgomery nominated by Rev. 
G. W. Archie; Rev. E. B. Daniels nominated by Rev. T. C. 
Kelly, were elected as chief statistical and recording secretaries 
respectively. 

Time —By agreement the pastor fixed the hours of meeting 
and adjourning as follows: 9:30 a. m., to 1:00 p. m., and from 
3 :oo p. m., to will. 

Bounds —Rev. Bledsoe moved that the bounds be fixed at 
seventh seat from altar and include the amen corners. The 
motion prevailed. Rev. W. C. Braddy nominated by Rev. 
John Young was elected chief marshal. Revs. J. S. Hines, S. 
Baker and B. J. Carroll, nominated by Rev. W. C. Braddy, were 
elected as assistant marshals. 

Reporters were elected as follows: Rev. J.ohn Young as re¬ 
porter to Christian Recorder , nominated by Rev. Dickerson. 
Rev. J. D. Washington, reporter to Southern Christian Recorder, 
nominated by Rev. Kelly. Rev. F. G. Gary, reporter to Western 
Christian Recorder , nominated by Rev. N. W. White. Rev. S. 
C. Sassar to secular press, nominated by Rev. Kelly. 

The Conference presiding elders were elected as the Finance 
Committee. 

The following brethren were transferred to this Conference: 
Rev. L. D. King from Central Florida Conference; Rev. W. C. 
Davis from Atlanta Georgia Conference; Rev. L. Delphia from 
East Florida Conference. 

The Presiding Elders: N. W. White, Ocala District; T. G. 
Kelly, New Gainesville District; L. Dickerson, Suwannee Dis¬ 
trict; E. M. Arnold Dunnellon District; G. C. Bledsoe, High 
Springs District, were requested to make an itemized report to 
Conference and they did so. 

The secretary was requested to read the Conference com¬ 
mittees; the additional appointments were as follows: On Ad- 
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mission: Rev. J. W. Flemmings. On Fourth Year Studies: Revs. 
G. W. Archie L. Dickerson, T. C. Kelly, N. W. White, E M. 
Arnold, G. C. Bledsoe and D. A. Gibbs. On General Confer¬ 
ence Delegate Fund: Rev. J. D. Washington was made chair 
man. On Student Fund: Rev. D. J. Carter was made chairman. 

Thanksgiving sermon —The Conference led, "Take the Name 
of Jesus With You.” “Come Holy Spirit, Heavenly Dove” was 
lined by Rev. Archie. Prayer by Rev. Bruno. 

The choir led, “I Am Thine O Ford.” Fiftieth Psalm was 
read as scripture lesson by Rev. Archie. Hymn 188, “Father, I 
Stretch My Hands to Thee,” was lined by Rev. John Young. 

The Bishop stated that in obedience to the proclamation of 
the President of these United States that the citizens of the 
nation join in Thanksgiving services for the preservation of the 
nation, introduced Rev. John Young to preach the sermon. He 
selected as text Psalm 50:14, “Offer unto God thanksgiving; and 
pay thy vows unto the Most High.” 

The Conference led “The Storm Is Passing Over, Halleluiah.” 
Prayer by Dr. E. J. Jackson, Presiding Elder of the South Con¬ 
ference, W. Palm Beach District. “On Christ the Solid Rock 
I Stand” was led by Rev. Kelly. 

The I dshop said it was. behtting that we obey the executive of 
the nation and engage in these divine services in giving thanks 
to God for preserving us a nation. He requested the Confer¬ 
ence to resume its business until hour of adjournment. 

the Bishop perfected the roll of the superannuated preachers, 
widows and orphans. 

The following brethren were called before the bar of the 
Conference and sent before committees as follows: Brothers E. 
W. Nelson and R. W. Robinson were sent before the Committee 
on Admission. 

Brother M. C. Nelson was sent before the Committee on 
Second Year Studies for local deacon's orders by vote of Con¬ 
ference. 

Rev T. C. Kelly read a resolution endorsing the administra¬ 
tion of Bishop J. S. Flipper and his return to Eleventh Episcopal 
District and the endorsement of the candidacy of Dr. E. J.

Rev. N. W. White, Presiding Elder of Ocala District and Rev. 

E. M. Arnold, Presiding Elder of Dunnellon District, read sup¬ 
plementary statistical reports. 

Rev. Bledsoe read a resolution commending the administration 
of Bishop Flipper. It was adopted. 

The Conference recessed to await the arrival of the Confer¬ 
ence missionary women. (See their Proceedings.) 
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THIRD DAY— Friday Evening 
Educational Night 

November 25, 1932. 

The Conference was re-convened by the Bishop at 7130 p. m. 
Rev. D. J. Carter led, “When the Mists Have Rolled in Splendor 
From the Beauty of the Hills.” 

Bishop Flipper announced that Bishop H. Y. Tookes of the 
13th District composed of Kentucky, Tennessee and West Africa 
would preside as master of ceremonies. 

Bishop Tookes led the ritualistic services and lined hymn No. 
300, “How Great the Wisdom, Power and Grace.” Prayer by 
Rev. C. S. Long, St. Paul, Tampa, Central Conference. 

The choir led “A Little Talk With Jesus Makes It Right.” 
Scripture lesson, 4th chapter of Proverbs, was read by Bishop 
Tookes. 

Rev. I. A. Steady, native of Africa, a graduate of Wilberforce 
and post-graduate of Yale University who will accompany Bish¬ 
op Tookes as secretary to West Africa, lined “O God Our Help 
In Ages Past.” 

Bishop Tookes brought greetings to Conference from the 13th 
Episcopal District. He said: “I am sorry I could not be with 
the brethren in the session at Madison, Florida, the place where 
I was born; I owe more to Bishop Flipper than to any other 
man living. We turn aside one night at Conference to stress re¬ 
ligious education.” 

He presented Rev. C. A. Gibbs, president of Edward Waters 
College to address the Conference. 

President Gibbs said: “I am happy to speak of education. 
The last time I was here I preached the annual sermon. I am 
now president of Edward Waters College. The work of the 
college is going forward with success, Bishop Flipper on return 
to the District has brought with him Mrs. S. L. Flipper, his 
wife, who has collected more than $500 to help furnish Science 
Hall. 

“Men have motivated always to the realm of the best; Riehard 
Allen, when he thought it was best, pulled out from the white

brethren and gave us this great church; therefore education has 
no other purpose than to bring us to the best. If you come to 
the best you must rise to the highest possibility. The reason 
Wilberforce is there, Bishop Payne’s spirit is there. The reason 
Edward Waters College is here, the spirit of the fathers is 
here. The reason why we will carry on, we are led by Bishop 
Flipper, assisted by Mrs. S. L. Flipper, his wife, and men of 
Florida.” 

Edward Waters College trio, led by Mrs. Gordon, sang a selec¬ 
tion. 

President Francis Leonard Moss addressed Conference. He 
said: “Our group has had a worthwhile past; we are going 
forward by our own efforts; it is difficult to arrive at ideals set 
by other standards of other groups and keep our own identity. 
Groups that live west of the Danube and east of the Atlantic to 
day set standards of religion, politics, medicine and economics.” 

He raised the question, is it necessary far us to give up all 
our race contributions ? He advanced the idea that it is not wise 
to give up the best; to give up the best of what Edward Waters 
College and like institutions have developed. 

“The small nations of Europe reaped the benefits of the 
World War on account of their having trained leaders in the 
peace adjustment councils. 

“Too much talk has been made about the debt of Edward 
Waters College, since One Dollar Seventy-five Cents per mem¬ 
ber will pay the debt, as there are (40,000) forty thousand mem¬ 
bers of church in state. If each pastor will send one student 
to the college, the number will be (400) four hundred which 
will assist in paying debt. 

“We can reduce the board then from $14.00 per month to 
$8.00 per month. 

“If you push us on Edward Waters College will be what you 
want it to be.” 

A trio, by students of Edward Waters College led by Mrs. 
Gordon sang “Away, Away, Away!” and “Come, Come, Come, 
Away!” 
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Bishop Tookes said he and Mrs. Tookes in January will sail 
for Africa and Dr. Ira Steady a graduate of Wilberforce and 
Yale would accompany and assist him on his trip, after which he 
introduced Dr. Steady to address the Conference. 

Among other things he said: “The psychology of the Negro is 
to put some action in their talk. The Africans believe white is 
evil. Polygamy is the problem that Bishop Tookes is to meet. 
There are no public schools in Africa. 

“I am the fruit of the missionary schools planted by Bishop 
Turner. Native Africans say they want men of their race group 
to come to tell them of their God. ,, 

Bishop Flipper was presented. He said among other things 
that ex-President Theodore Roosevelt on one occasion, when 
the weather was cold, rode on horseback across a river; the 
secret service men did not like it, nevertheless they had to do so. 
Some of the men have not liked some of the things which he has 
done and some may not like it now. If we will raise $1,000) 
One Thousand Dollars it will be matched by ($7,000) Seven 
Thousand Dollars from the General Board of Education, 
(white.) Said he: “When was a Negro otherwise than de¬ 
pressed; no people have ever passed through conditions so 
serious as our people. The Indian fought and not more than 
(3,000) three thousand of them exist. We have sung our way. 
Give the Ford some money and give for Christian education. 

The Finance Committee took the offering of $76.97. 

The choir led “Humble Yourself, the Bell Has Rung,” and 
“How Did You Feel When You Came Out of the Wilderness.” 

A reception was given by members of church for the Bishop, 
his wife, visitors and members of Conference. 

Doxology. Benediction by Bishop Tookes. 


FOURTH DAY— Saturday Morning 

November 26, 1932. 

Conference was re-convened by the Bishop at 10 a. m. 
Ritualistic services were conducted by the Bishop who lined, 
“O For a Thousand Tongues to Sing.” Prayer by Rev. D. J. 
Carter. Scripture lesson 90th Psalm, was read by Rev. T. D. 
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Jones. Hymn No. 270, “Father, I Stretch My Hands to Thee," 
was lined by Rev. D. J. Carter. “Jesus, The Name High Over 
All” was sung by the Conference. 

Minutes of the morning, afternoon and evening sessions were 
read and approved. 

Rev. E. M. Arnold, Presiding Elder of Dunnellon District, 
read his educational report of the district. 

Supplementary reports on Education, and reports on Peri¬ 
odicals were taken up. 

The Bishop read the names of trustees of Edward Waters 
College, A. M. E. Church, Jacksonville, Florida.

J. D. Moore, E. M. Moore, G. W. Archie, 
John Pree, Brother G. M. Mills, Revs. J. F. Finkley, F. G.

Debase, J. D. Jackson, Brother C. L. Simpson, Revs. J. H.

Rev. T. E. Debose seconded the motion. The motion was 
carried, I lie Dollar Money and financial reports were read by 
Rev. T. C. Kelly.

We all will buy these bonds which will pay 
Edward Waters College out of debt. It stimulates more educa 
tion in Florida; it stimulates organization in the church; and

such a Bishop? 

4 ‘Quit cursing out the people that come to serve you. They 
will stand by the Bishop. The people need a great evangelism. 
The church is right in pressing the program of religious educa¬ 
tional solidification. 

“In a few days from now I must take my way to West Africa. 
I shall go with my hand in God's hand.” 

“And I, If I Be Lifted Up, Will Draw All Men Unto Me,” 
was led by Rev. D. J. Carter.

Said he: “My father is an African Methodist. He is (76) 
seventy-six years old. Bishops Turner, Smith, Shaffer, Grant 
and Heard have been over. 

“I left Africa when (25) twenty-five years old in 1914. I 
am 43 now. I used to shine Bishop Turner's shoes . Bishop 
Heard brought me to America. Mother said: 'God will take care 
of you.' I was here from 1914-1920. I served as presiding elder 
3 years in Africa; three new stations in interior of Africa were 
organized. Seventy two native chiefs are working for God 
through our efforts.'' 

Committee on Public Worship reported Rev. G. C. Bledsoe, 
secretary. Report on Memoirs was read by Rev. T. C, Kelly. 

Program on Memoirs was rendered as follows:

327, “O For A Faith That Will Not Shrink,” was lined by the 
Bishop. Prayer by Rev. G. C. Bledsoe. “Zion, City of Our 
God,” was led by choir.

The Ordination Sermon —Bishop Flipper selected as text, St. 
Matthew 16:18, “And I say also unto thee, that thou art Peter; 
and upon this rock I will build my church; and the gates of hell 
.shall not prevail against it.” 

Said he: “Jesus spoke these words. They carry weight and 
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authority of equal substance and power with the Father. The 
doctrine of Jesus was contrary to the doctrine of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees. “Jesus asked his disciples ‘Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am? But whom say ye that I am? Peter 
said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God/ ” Blessed 
art thou Simon Bar-jo-na; for flesh and blood hath not revealed 
it unto thee but my Father which is in heaven. 

‘There has never been a time since Adam was driven out of 
the garden but God has had some to believe.” 

This he illustrated in life of Abraham and Jacob; the journeys 
of the children in the Wilderness; the declaration of Christ, 
‘Where there are two or three gathered in my name, I'll be one 
in the midst/ 

Said he with emphasis: “Bethel is in the heart as Christ said 
my kingdom is in your heart. ‘I will build my church in the 
heart/ 

T know there are devilish officers in the church and devilish 
members in church who say ‘I will tear up the church if you do 
not do what I wish you to do? The church is an intangible 
element. ^ ou can not see it; you can not touch it. You can not 
destroy the soul and you can not destroy the church. 

“Nineteen hundred years ago Christ called (i2) twelve men 
to go and preach the gospel, teaching what I shall tell you, ‘and 
lo, I am with you/ God will stand by you. 

“Who is this church? Isaiah said, T saw also the Lord sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his train filled the 

temple/ " 

The Bishop raised in the minds of the ministers to be ordained 
the question; “Has God touched your lips with a coal of fire?” 
with an eloquence that will echo across their lives. 

Said he: “They told Job that lie was a sinner. Job answered 
that my record k on high. If your record is on high they can¬ 
not touch it. Notwithstanding they have put thousands to death, 
the church is moving on. Christ told the disciples to go and 
preach the gospel. The people are responsible if they do not 
hear and heed ” 
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The Bishop closed with a fiery eloquence particularly his own. 

“Stand by Me” was led by Rev. L. Dickerson. 

Rev. T. C. Kelly opened the door of the church. Prayer by 
Rev. T. E. Debose. After which Rev. Kelly led, “It Will Be 
Glory.”

Arnold and D. A. Gibbs the following: Rev. Leroy Daniel King, 
Howard Wayman Jefferson, R. W. Stephenson and Lee Banner 
Rollerson; after which the Bishop lined “A Charge to Keep I 
Have.” 

The elements of the sacrament were consecrated and ad¬ 
ministered by Rev. G. E. Curry, assisted by Rev. L. D. Dicker- 
son.

In closing remarks the Bishop said: “The people and ministers 
complain more over the depression than they ought. I know 
the conditions over the districts. The small charges made better 
reports than the large charges. The most of you preachers are 
no good. I know what the people will do if you approach them 
properly. Some of the preachers’ wives talk too much, saying 
T would not stay here.’ God has not made the woman to rule 
over me. God told Adam to rule over Eve. The church cannot 
have two pastors. 
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“I am sending you to the Appointments which the Presiding 
Elders have made for you. 

“You ought to be the politest man in the community. Loyal 
members are tired of you railing at disloyal members who are 
not present. If you go the way Jesus went, you will succeed. I 
am sending you the men you have given me. If you do not like 
the men we send you, do not write any kind of letter. Some 
people say ‘we are not going to do anything/ 

“If all the members of the church should pass in front of the 
church it would take longer than it took General Grant to 
capture Richmond. 

“I am not going to leave the A. M. E. Church, I'm not going 
anywhere, I am going to stay. I am going to stay in the A. M. 
E. Church, I do not want to fight, but when a boy I fought on 
the ground and in the school room. I have better sense now. 
Do not come over to the room to see me. See your presiding 
elder. Go and take God with you; I had (2,000) two thousand 
members at Bethel church, Atlanta, Ga. I received more at 
Athens, Georgia from (200) two hundred members. 

He transferred Rev. N. B. Boyd to South Conference; Rev. 
J. B. Blacknell to South Conference; Rev. J. P. Plummer to East 
Conference and Rev. John Pree to East Conference.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 

To the Bishop and Members of the Middle Florida Conference . 

We your Committee on the above named subject submit the following 
as our report. Of all organizations existing today, the Christian Church is 
contributing more than any others towards the advancement of our civili¬ 
zation. Great and serious problems are constantly arising against the 
church, and it is up to those who are members of this body, the church 
of Christ, to aevise ways and means whereby these conditions may be 
solved. 

We believe that the church is still in the hands of consecrated men and 
women — men and women who are lea by the Spirit to direct its course, for 
in the midst of tempestuous billows and stormy seas, the church seems at 
times to be drawn upon the rocks, but God has pious men on earth who 
have led her safely onward and upward. 

In the face of the crisis of the times the church, and the A. M. E. Chtffch 
in particular, is holding Its ow'n; and when places of honor and distinction 
are to be filled by men of our group, the A. M. E. Church has received in 
many cases first consideration. 

In the face of the present crisis through which the country is passing, 
t appears that the church has held its own religiously, numerically and 
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financially, while in the latter there might be a slight falling off due to the 
financial conditior of the country. 

The church has as great a responsibility as it has ever had. It must 
teach men stewardship under God; it must in its fellowship show the world 
a Christian society. It must cause men to be saints; it must create an 
atmosphere for religious experiences, and realize that it is the agency for 
sharing that experience. The church has so enriched its service of worship 
as to make the church the gate of heaven for the human soul. 

The church meets with little hospitality; it encounters indifference every 
where. 

A church can further righteousness only as it resists injustice. The best 
preacher in the world will face small congregations unless the program of 
his church meets the individual and social needs of the community. But 
when all of this is said, it will still be confessed that the church can justify 
its existence only when it brings men to God. 

The church is being attacked by critics, atheists, and infidels, but we 
believe that she has nothing to fear, having for her foundation Jesus Christ 
the solid rock; for Christ has said; ‘ Upon this rock I will build my church 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” The Church is like a 
tree planted by rivers of water and cannot be moved. 

We believe that God is a force of such divine energy and such immutable 
energy that he made all things and can at his will breathe into existence 
planets, satellites, worlds and their parts, and there breathe into clay and 
the results will be a living soul. And a God of that power and magnitude, 
none can oppose. 

One of the pressing needs of the Protestant Church today is to give more 
attention to the pulpit. Death is draining the American pulpit faster than 
ordination is filling them. It is alarming to learn, but according to reports 
the majority of the Protestant ministers are above the age of 45. What 
will be the condition in ten years if this condition continues to prevail? The 
rate of increase in the church is much greater than that of candidates well 
prepared for the ministry. 

The attendance in the seminaries have for the last few years been far 
below the requirement. For some reason young men who are promising, 
those who seem to have a bright future, enter other avenues of life and leave 
the church to use whatever it can get, and may the God of grace and the 
love of Jesus Christ and the fellowship of the Holy Spirit ever remain in his 
church until it is rendered spotless before God.

South Florida Annual Conference. Greetings. 

We your Committee on the State of the Country ask to make the follow¬ 
ing as our report. One more year has passed into history and left on record 
a problem very difficult to solve. 

The country is undergoing a crusade that has never been witnessed since 
the pilgrim Fathers landed at Plymouth. Truly in former years we have 
been called upon to labor for low wages, but during this year we experienced 
a time when even work could not be found. 

The greater suffering is caused from jobless conditions. Unemployment 
is the trouble and the cry everywhere. 

It has been estimated that two-thirds of the people are unemployed. 
There have been many organizations brought about to relieve the suffering; 
such as city relief clubs, Welfare leagues, relief associations, and many 
similar organizations for the purpose of relieving the suffering, but still suf¬ 
fering seems to predominate. 

Aside from the soup and bread lines furnished by charitable clubs, the 
Government has seen it necessary to furnish breadstuffs for the infirm and 
jobless, and also it is giving cloth to clothe unfortunate school children. 

Agriculture 

The productive department of the country according to the statement of 
some truck farm growers seems to be behind other years, but still we have 
an over supply of produce on hand, to the extent producers are forced to 
self there product below the cost of making. 

Social Relations 

There has ever been a wide social difference between the two races in the 
South and we can’t feel that the difference has ever been severed. For 
during the forceful and heated campaign between the Republicans and 
Democrats, the black man of the South was not asked as a Citizen to help 
either side. 

Politically 

From the year 1916 to 1932 the majority of the people have voted a dry 
administration. This was only an outward act, the will of the country has 
never been dry, and this was shown in the last campaign. 

The most efiectual statement made by Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
the modification of the ISth Amendment. And now the great campaign is 
over and we are soon to begin to live under a Democratic Administration 
again, and the modification of the 18th Amendment is permissible. The 
modest, good thinkers are waiting patiently to see what the final outcome 
will be.

Resolved, That whereas his good wife, Sister S. L. Flipper, has now become 
one of us and finding herself here and yonder among the great and grand 
women of the church, having flung off her gloves, rolled up her sleeves, and 
declared that if the good women of Florida will follow her leadership that 
Edward Waters College will and shall be paid out of debt. Never before 
have we had a Bishop’s wife to comp to us in the spirit of work, spirit of up¬ 
lift like unto her, our dear Sister Flipper.
